Chalk it 
up to the laws of physics 
and synovial fluid, thejoint 
lubricant that prevents 
bones within a joint 
from scraping together.

That creates negative 
pressure, a mini vacuum, 
and the formation of 
gas bubbles— as well as 
that distinctive knuckle- 
cracking sound.

The two 
chemicals involved in 
dyeing— peroxide and 
ammonia— go inert after 
they’ve done their job. No 
matter how long they’re 
on your locks, “nothing 
dramatic will happen,’’ 
says Corbett. The 
exception: highlighting 
kits that contain bleach, 
which keeps lightening— 
and damaging— your hair 
until it’s washed out.

For a crackling fire 
fast— without kindling 
or coaxing— you can go 
faux worry-free, says 
Ashley Eldridge, director 
of education for the 
Chinnney Safety Institute 
of Annerica. Compared 
to the real deal, 
manufactured logs are 
ecofriendly and easier to 
light. While burning, they 
emit fewer pollutants and 
particulate matter, a 
by-product of combustion 
that can irritate eyes 
and lungs. But with 
everything from sawdust 
to wood shavings inside, 
fake logs burn hotter and 
faster than hardwood, 
so treat them carefully. 
Use one at a time— 
never have a blazing 
stack— and don’t poke 
or prod the log. This can 
trigger a rapid release of 
flammable material that 
might be too hot for a 
chimney to handle. “Just 
light the log and leave 
it alone,” says Eldridge.

As they dry, oil-based 
paints emit high levels 
of volatile organic 
compounds (VOCs). 
Breathe in these VOCs 
and you’re at short- 
term risk for nausea 
and headaches, with 
long-term exposure 
linked to liver and kidney 
damage. Classified as 
a hazardous material, 
oil-based paint “is going 
the way of the dinosaurs,” 
says Bob Cusumano, 
technical adviser to the 
Painting and Decorating 
Contractors of America. If 
there’s oil-based paint in 
your home that you want 
to cover with latex paint, 
sand the area thoroughly, 
and apply a bonding 
primer. Think the oil- 
based paint dates back 
to the 1970s or earlier? It 
might contain lead, so use 
extreme caution— check 
in with a pro for removal 
tips before proceeding.

A sharp knife can 
damage butcher block, 
and so can a hot pot, 
humidity, and excess 
moisture, which makes 
the wood prone to 
warping and cracking. 

Clean it with a damp 
cloth and mild soap, and 
oil it monthly to ward 
off stains. Although you 
can sand away nicks, to 
make it last, don’t chop 
directly on the wood.

Flip or Flop 

Because it’s a natural 
stone, granite is porous, 
putting it at risk for 
stains. It may also have 
natural fissures, which 
can look like chips. 

Wipe up spills quickly, 
and avoid putting 
hot pots directly on 
granite, as it can crack 
or discolor. Seal it a 
couple of times a year 
to thwart stains.

Engineered hardwood 
can be as costly as solid 
wood. And many kinds 
can be refinished only 
a few times over the 
course of their life- 
otherwise you’ll wear 
away the top layer. 

While newer laminate 
feels, sounds, and 
looks a lot like stone or 
wood, it won’t help your 
home’s resale value. If 
you plan to eventually 
move, it may not be the 
most worthwhile choice. 

If the wood is not 
properly sealed, water 
can stain it— a big 
negative since it’s pricey. 
It also expands and 
contracts with changes 
in humidity, so it may 
look different over time. 

Tile is tough on feet, so 
if you cook a lot, it may 
not be the ideal choice. 
Installation can get 
pricey, and inexpensive 
tiles are sometimes 
prone to chipping. 


Depending on the 
quality, vinyl may last 
as few as five years. If 
you want it to hold up 
longer, choose a durable 
version like LVT (luxury 
vinyl tile) or LVP (luxury 
vinyl plank). 


“Treat it just like regular 
hardwood. But make 
sure not to walk on it in 
heels— they can dent the 
top layer of 
wood.”

Using a damp mop 
is OK, but don’t pour 
water or liquid cleaners 
on laminate floors— too 
much moisture can 
make them swell, warp, 
or delaminate (when the 
top layer comes off). 

Vacuum or sweep 
it regularly, and 
occasionally wipe it with 
a nearly dry mop. Shade 
your windows to block 
UV rays, which can 
make floors fade. 


“I have ceramic tile in my 
kitchen, and it just needs 
vacuuming. On occasion, 
for a more thorough 
scrub, I use a tile cleaner 
from Bona.”

Vinyl can become dull 
and grimy, so mop it 
frequently with soapy 
water. Wipe up spills 
right away to prevent 
them from soaking into 
the material.

what pros know about 

painting cabinets 


A 


The job will probably 
take longer than 
you think. Painting 
cabinets is a time- 
consuming process, 
so don’t expect to do 
it in a day or even a 
weekend. You’ll have 
to let the primer and 
each subsequent coat 
of paint (usually two) 
cure, or dry, before 
you can move on to 
the next step. Check 
your paint can’s label 
for specific drying 
times— it can take up 
to 24 hours per coat. 


Number each cabinet 
and door. As you 

remove the doors and 
drawer fronts, assign 
each one and its 
corresponding cabinet 
a number so you know 
what goes where. 
Write the numbers 
on painter’s tape, and 
stick each one in a 
spot that likely won’t 
get covered in paint, 
like by the hinges. 

Put each cabinet’s 
hardware in its own 
plastic bag, and 
number it, too. 


Don’t underestimate 
the importance of 
prep work. Give 
cabinet doors, drawers, 
and frames a scrub 
with a degreaser— this 
will cut through grime 
so the paint sticks 
better. If your cabinets 
are varnished, follow up 
with a deglosser (a.k.a. 
liquid sandpaper) to 
remove the varnish. 
Klean-Strip makes a 
good version of each 
of these products; find 
them at home 
improvement stores. 



There are a lot of 
things you can do to 
get a smooth look. 

Lay cabinet doors flat 
when painting them 
to avoid drips, and use 
a good-quality brush 
that’s 2 or 2 V 2 inches 
wide with angled 
nylon-and-polyester- 
blend bristles. Hate 
seeing brushstrokes? 
You can use a paint 
sprayer (Wagner 
makes a few handheld 
models great for at- 
home projects), or you 
can add a conditioner, 
such as Floetrol, to the 
paint, which makes 
it dry more slowly so 
you have extra time to 
even out your strokes. 


Protect your Job once 
you’re done. After 
the paint has dried, 
try replacing hinges 
with soft-close options 
or adding small cork 
bumpers (available at 
hardware stores) to 
the insides of doors 
and drawers. They’ll 
stop these pieces from 
slamming into the 
frame and chipping 
your new paint job.

• Make the meringue: Beat the egg whites and cream of tartar until 
soft peaks form. While beating, gradually add the sugar. Beat on 
high speed until very thick and glossy, 2 to 4 minutes. Beat in the 
vanilla extract. Spoon the meringue on top of the pie. Bake at 375 °F 
until light brown, 12 to 15 minutes.
